A. Bnrdick, ot New fork, gbiog in part 
the experience ot a man from a lawyer's 
office to the platform. Bev, Emmett fol- 
lowed witb a brief address. At night 
there was mote fine singing and Be?. 
Emmett gava bis address on "Some- 
body's Bneit^pe," whiob dealt with tbe 
education ot children in temperance and 
tbe abolition ot the liquor traffic. Mr, 
Burdiok made a prohibition talk. 


In bis address .Saturday nigbt on the 


North American Indian, Bev. H, H. Em- 
mstt made many intereming statements.

Being nn- 
umi.,ll> bright he was sent away to 
e>ci.i> 'i, itttd now at the age of 36 years 


i* ,. tLorougbly educated man, a min- 


iM<.-r ot the gospeJ,ond tbe pastor ot tbe 
Btiptiet, church et Oonnesut, Ohio, Dis- 
cnsstDg the Indian problem, Bev. Em- 
Tnett said there are now 256,000 Indians 
in the United States, 183,000 of whom are 
civilised and wear clothes life tbe Cau- 
casians; and there ore 138,000 Indians in 
Canada. His plan of settling tbe prob- 
lem is to give each Indian family a patent 
to 160 acres of land to run for 30 years; 
said Indiana to have all rights ot citizen- 
ship under tbe laws of tbe country; and 
the uncivilized (73,000) he would put un- 
der military control, not political, and as 
rapidly as the Indians became civilized 
be would plsoe them among tbe civilized, 
giving tbtm all rights to eneendbesued. 
Do tbis and the Indian problem will 
solve iteelf, said tbe speaker. In an in- 
terview Bev. Emmett said tbet the rec- 
ords show thet during tbe paet forty 
years tbe Indian wars have nost the 
United 
States 
$200,000, while 
in 


Canada during the same period ot 
time there hue not been a cent expended 
for each pnrpoee, simply because Canada 
has kept promises nude to the Indians 
and tbe American govtrBKent has not 
kept its pledges, Bev. Emmett believes 
tbat tbe government at Washington de- 
sires to do tbe right thing by the Indians. 
Tbe cause ot tbe trouble and injustice 
lies largely with the Indian agent and 
the people on the frontier. While tbe 
reporter was in conversation witb the 
Indian or.itor be wae engaged in writing 
his name in an autograph album at the 
request of a you glady.

It means in time tbe Ices to 
them ot the American market for their 
tiu plate, The tin plate workers realize 
this as fully as the syndicate. Many of 
the Welsh tin works have already shut 
down. Twenty thousand workmen are 
out of employment and they have taken 
the precaution to send a delegation of 
sixty men to America to investigate tbe 
possibilities ot tbe tin plate industry bere 
with a view, if reports are favorable, of 
these workers who are now idle eauni- 
grfttme to tbis oouulry tor a job. At this 
point tbe American tree trader shrieks, 
"Wbat good will this do the American 
workmen?'' 


It is estimated tbat it will require from 


70,000 to 80,000 workmen to produce the 
tin plate annually consumed in this coon- 
try. It is not likely tbat one third of 
that number will emmigrfite, bnt suppos- 
ing they did, tbe McKinley law would 
still in this respect be far superior to tbe 
notion ot tbe free trader tbat tin plate 
should not be manufactured bere. An 
industry conducted in this country which 
would employ 70,000 men would wrti.bly 
benefit the American farmer who sells 
tbe products of bis (arm to Support theee 
laborers and their families. Their pres- 
ence would moke business for Ute car- 
penter, the merchant andthoae In almost 
every other calling. They would pay 
tuxes in America instead ot England; 
support churches and eobools and con- 
tribute In many other ways to tbe im- 
provement of the United States. 


America proposes in spite of the free 


trade croakers to manufacture lier own 
tin plate and when it does tbe croaker 
will be the first man to seek to profit 
by it, 


It is bnt fair to say tbat tbe Democratic 


Oongtesim >n from this district in a 
speech in Deaatur last fall said: ''Sup- 
pose we do manufacture our own tin 
plate; bow will that aid ae? it will only 
transfer o lot ot laborers from one class 
of employment to that of another."

Yet the negro understands the white 
man far better than tbe white man un- 
derstands him, tor the reason that we 
read the white piipore every day, while 
tbe white people do nit read tbe papers 
edited and published by negroes. I 
maintain tbat all history will jtutify my 
position that two alienated nation1) cnn 
not occupy the same territory and he ut 
peace, for one will dominate and ulti- 
mately tyrannise the other.

where white persons buy their tickets.

The old Dred Scott decision is revived 
now—thut blaok men have no rights 
which white men ore boned to respect. 
Thus I sea no future here for tbe negro, 
provided tbe negro negro expects to be a 
gentleman aud an cqnal in tbe body 
politic. This picture is not half drawn. 
I am positively afraid to eipreee the h<>r~ 
rot of tbiogs I see aa th^v ^resent them- 
selves to me in rb" nuar future. 


'•What is tin- remedy? I see no remedy 


fieept for 100,000 or half a million ot the 
b fiber typ* ol tbe negro race to move ol 
somewhere and eitdblieh a nationally ot 
their own. Nor do I see any plaoe under 
heaven tbat promises success to tins en- 
deavor eioopt. Africa, The only thing 
left for the tieuro to do ia ID build him a 
oonntry of lua own—to make and lift htm 
a flag and give evidence of hie unuhool 
bysnoc ee'aliydoiDgGncbtbiDt'eaeotber 
people hiLve done; and I believe tbe 
negro has tbe power, the pride, the virtue 
and nil the noblfr instincts ot manhootl 
thnt can mnke the project a sueeeea. I 
am not in favor of a whole sale emigration 
to Africa. There are 2,000,000 Congo 
negroes in this country—the most in- 
ferior type of the African race—who 
ought to remain here forever, and it is 
this interior type of negro tbfct is keeping 
tbe better and nobler specimens of the 
African rates in the dns^of degradation. 
If the thinking men of my nee oould see 
as I do they would demand of Congress 
an appropriation of 9500,000,000 to put a 
line ot steamers between here and Africa 
wbiob would carry the eelf reliant 
negro to 
the 
land of bis fathers. 


Hundreds are ready to go. It the South- 
em States bad good sense tbey wonld 
utilize the negro bf establishing a steam- 
ship line batween there and Africa and 
bring African products to New Orleans, 
Charleston and other seaport towne, 
Tbia wonld make the ue#*o more benefi- 
cial to the Sonth than be WBB in tbe days 
of slavery. If Europe can keep 265 mer- 
chant ehips hugging the shores ot Africa 
the yeer round, and if Liverpool alone 
can maintain forty-eight steamships for 
this purpose, thie nation, with the aid of 
the negro as an agent, ought to keep COO 
tnerahont ships plying between here and 
Africa and bearing the wealth ot tbat 
giant continent into this nation, and at 
the Mtoe time help the negro to a stale 
of civilization and Christian enlighten- 
ment which the justly owes to her col- 
ored sane and daughter*. The unite

Weekly Payments). 


The law requiring weekly payments 


went into effect Jnly 1, Tbis law re- 
quires "That every manufacturing, min- 
ing, lumbering, mercantile, street electric 
and' elevated railway, telephone and mu- 
nicipal corporation, and every incorpo- 
rated eipreee company and water com- 
pany shell pay weekly each and every 
employe engaged in the business, the 
wages earned by tuoh employe to be 
within BIX days of the. date of each pay- 
ment," 


Any corporation violating any of tbe 


provisions of tbis act shall be liable to a 
penalty not exceeding $20 and not less 
than $10 for each violation, to ba paid to 
tbe people of the state, and which may 
be recovered in a civil action. Any per- 
son can bung tnis suit in the nameol 
tbe people, but the suit must be begun 
in thirty daye. Tbe law forbide the as- 
signment to another ot wages that are to 
become due and forbids any corporation 
from rf quiring from an employe an 
agreement to accept wages at other 
periods than are provided for in the law.
